Coptrelling the Liquor Traffic 


The most efficient method of con- 
trolling the liquor traffic with the 
object of climinating the abuses and 
excesses which to be insepar- 
able from it has long been the sub- 
ject of agitation and legislation, Pos- 
sibly no one question has resulted in 
the passage of a greater volume of 
legislative, the enactment of more re- 
strictive laws, or the taking of more 
votes, than that of public control of 
ihe traffic in intoxicants. And not- 
withstanding it all, we still far 
from having solved the problem in a 
satisfactory manner. 

The outbreak of 
«and the imperative necessity impos- 
ed upon all nations of conserving 
their resources in. man-power, pro- 
ductive capacity, and food supplies, 
led to the enactment as war measures 
of stronger restrictive measures than 
had ever before been gencrally ic- 
ceptable to the masses of the people, 
Many ardent temperance reformers 
believed that these restrictive laws 
would be continued after the war, and 
that in a generation or. two the blight 
of the liquor ‘traffic would be an evil) 
of the past.’

Peace,—which may be proclaimed for 
the British Empire Before this article 
appears in print, and in any event 
-cannot now be long delayed. One, 
reform brought about by the war will, | 
however, prove lasting; that is, the| 
open bar with all its evils and open 
temptations, and its pernicious treat 
ing habit, has gone never to return. 

Actual experience during the war 
has demonstrated that existing pro- 
hibitory legislation is not as conclu-| 
prohibitive as the authors of} 
such laws anticipated they would be. 
On the contrary, violations of the law 
are sO numerous, and are so little re-! 
garded by the average person, that a| 
condition of things has been brought 
about in all these Western Provinces 
which is little short of a scandal, and 
which is certainly detrimental to a 
proper respect for law and subversive 
of good: morals, 

In the United States, the people 
have declared for nation-wide prehib-| 
ition of the sale, manufacture, impor- 
tation and exportation of intoxicating} 
liquors for beverage purposes. In 
Canada, on the other hand, have |

While exact figures are not yet ob- 
tainable, wheat authorities now seem 
to be conforming to the general op- 
inion that Canada’s total yield of 
this year will be 248,000,000 
bushels, as compared. with 189,000,000 
bushels last year, Of this crop, the 
share of the Western Provinces is 
166,000,000 bushels, or over two-thirds 
of the total yield. 

In addition, one of the’ most reli- 
able sources in Canada has estimated 
that the West will produce 227,000,000 
bushels of oats, 37,000,000 bushels of 
barley, 6,000,000 bushels of flax, and 
over 2,000,000 bushels of rye.

More Real Living Out of Life on the 
Smaller Farm 


Can a man farm and make moncy 
on 160 acres of non-irrigated land in 
Western Canada? D. E. Baldwin, of 
Kingsland, answers “Yes,” and he is 
speaking from experience. Before 
coming to Saskatchewan in 1906, and 
taking up his homestead in the Kings- 
land district, tributary to the thriy- 
ing city of Saskatoon, he had pion- 
eered in four states in the Union, 
his parents moving from Ohio, where 
he was born, to Iowa, when he was 
a small child: Later he homesteaded 
in Nebraska, near David City, and 
was a pioneer s¢ttler in the state of 
Kansas, where he lived sixteen years, 
and Oklahoma, where he homestead- 
ed in 1895. After about ten years in 
Oklahoma, he came to the Canadian 
West and began again on a home- 
stead in 1906. 

Here he has prospered, though he 
has never farmed more than 160 
acres of land; and he has constantly 
refused to follow the advice of his 
neighbors to increase the size of his 
farm. He believes he can get more 
real living out of life on the smaller 
farm. His policy is “always to run 
his business, and not let it run him.” 


in Western Canada is considered a 
small. farm, both a pleasure and a 
profit to him. Probably his previous 
pioneering experience helped him to 
form this opinion. 

Now he farms a quarter section and 
makes more money out of it than 
many a farmer with three or four 
times as large an acreage, he told a 
representative of the Northwest Far- 
mer, of Winnipeg, recently. 

“T never went into grain farming, 
but made my money oitt of cattle, 
hogs, horses, and potatock. I follow 
the rotation of barley, wheat and pats 
without any summerfallow whatever. 
I fall plow for all my grain crops and 
plow it again in the spring, which, 
addition to plenty of manure, has 
made the summerfallow absolutely 
unnecessary for me to practice. In-

“The sunimer feed for my sixteen 
head of cattle is sixty acres of pas- 
ture, and in the fall they rin on the 
stubble and on winter ryc, which is 
usually sown about the first of Aug- 
ust. During the winter they run out 
in the day time and are stabled at 
night, feeding on straw, hay, sheaf 
oats, and usually # few turnips. In 
the spring, winter rye offers carly 
pasture, which they use until May 1, 
at which time they are taken off and 
the rye allowed to ripen to 
for a crop. 

“My hog proposition is operated on

a ten-acre hog lot, surrounded by 
woven wire 26 inches high, above 
which are three barbed wires. I usu- 


ally plan on raising two litters a 
year, one litter coming in April, and 
one in September, and find ‘that ten 
acres of hog pasture for five Duroc 
sows and their litters is sufficient to 
make great reduction in the 
of rearing hogs; in fact, furnishing all 
the pasture they tvant to eat. The 
pasture conSists of brome grass, a 
little alfalfa, oats and wheat mixed,| , 
and rape. I have tried barley, but 
find it kills out much casier than oats 
and wheat. The brome grass is good 
in the early spring and late fall. The 
rape is usually sown in April, and 
along with the pasture furn- 
ishes good summer feed. The hog 
proposition very simple one. 
They.get oats and. barley chop with 
more barley than oats towards fat 

tening time, and they run in this hog 
pasture, having access to whichever 
pasture they préfer, there being no 
cross fences. The housing is simple: 
and cheap, but has proven better than 
any elaborate-hog house I could put 
up.

He plants six acres to pota- 
toes every segson, and he has always 
had a crop of from 300 to 525 bush- 
els to the acre. For all of his sur- 
plus he has found a ready market at 
never less than 60 cents a_ bushel, 
while he has received as high as $2.50 
a bushel. 

His 160 acres are divided:into 69 
acres of pasture, ten acres of a_pig 
lot, five acres for house, barn and 
hedges, and 85 acres in crops, con- 
sisting of 35 acres of oats, 2 acres of 
barley, nine acres of rye, and six 
acres of potatoes. Surrounding his 
buildings is quite an extensive hedge 
consisting of 20 rows of trees. The 
varieties are fox clders, ash, cotton- 
wood, willow, caragana, and ever- 
jgreens, planted four feet cach way, 
With the exception of the evergreens,
